Wo nre young people must have
amusement. trus.  but not amibssmsnt
which destrovs a sense of decency, self-respsct
nwnd w prudent rescrye which form the bright-
est ornament of our Irinh girle. It must not be
wn wmuseiment which Is dangerous, If not ruln-
oun.

CRONIN MURDER RECALLED
BY PRIEST'S A. 0. H. ATTACK

Father MeDermott's Intimatlon that Irish
patriota In Philadelphin had knowledge of
the guilt of o former natlonal president of
tha A. 0. H. in conneéction with the murder
of Dr, P. H. Cronln, a Chicago physician,
recnlls the fact that two resldents of this
city were among those Invalved in the
Investigation of that yet-unsolved mystery,

Doctor Cronin disappeared from his home
early 1n May, 1880, and on May 22 of that
yaar his body, naked and benring marks
of brutid murder, was found In the catch
basin of a sewer on Evanston avenue. The
fact that a Catholic emblem about his neck
was undisturbed created a susplelon agninst
members of the Clan-na-Gael, Heveral
prominent membera of that secret Iridh
order ware questioned, among them Luke
Dillon and Peter MeGeehan, of this clty

Dillon st that time was teller In a sav-
ings fundl on Chestnut street west of
Fifteenth, and was active among the friends
of Ireland In this elty, MeGoeechan wis an
fronworkar, but not eppecially active In the
Clan-na-Gael

Daniel Coughlin, of Chlcago, appearad to
be the chief suspect, but the pollce Investi-
gation, although widesprend, did not result
In eonviction.

Local bodles of Irlsh sympathizers offerad
financial asslstance In the search for the
murderers nnd the Hibernlans and Irish-
American Club, like the Clan-na-Cinel,
adopted resclutions of sympathy and de-
plared the erime.

Dootor Cronin was lured to death on
pretext of u profeasional call. and his
funeral, which took place from the Cathe-
dral in Chicago, was nitended by more than
7000 members of various fraternal ordera.

The ostensible cause of the Cronin
murder was the physician's Insistence upon
an accounting for funds of the Clan-na-
(Gimel, which were nlleged to have been
misused In graln market speculntions by
officers of the organization.

putting the naval preparedness program
through Congress, The Adminietration
Indorsement of the enormous Increases
placed In the naval bill by tha Sennte Ia
looked upon by the Democratie “little novy™
representatives as violating promises made
to them early In the session. They suy
frankly that they have been “double-
crossed” and they propose to Inform the
Houns and the country of the fact In no
uncertaln terms tomorrow.
